He was asked whether he felt

He pondered that one a mo- 
ment ,then said, “I don’t feel any 
priority.”

I said to 
myself years ago that if it was 
good enough for such men as 
Chaim Weizmann and Ben-Gu- 
rion, then it was good enough for 
Eddie Cantor.”

But 
I don’t think they should be con- 
demned if they can’t.” 

He said that in the first 15 or 
17 years of his married life, the

“separation of meat and milk, 
two sets of dishes, everything.” 

Cantor also disclosed that he 
has never in his life eaten foods 
forbidden to observant Jews, and 
he reeled off a list—“ham, bacon, 
shrimps, clams. . .” 

He told about a tour of Army 
camps he had made in World 
War II with Mickey Rooney and 
Constance Moore. One Saturday, 
they visited six camps. 

Cantor’s visit was a high point 
for each of the camps and each 
camps he had made in World 
efforts to provide delicacies for 
the touring stars.

He was asked whether he 
thought there was anything 
wrong or unpatriotic in chalut- 
ziut (pioneering) from America 
to Israle. 

“IT don’t believe so,” he replied. 

America 
has always sent out pioneers to 
help build democracy’ every:

The interview ended on a note 
of praise for the courage of the 
Israeli.

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Baffled Minn. Voters 
Afraid To Make Use 
Of Absentee Ballots

MINNEAPOLIS (NJP)—The complete confusion attending the 
conflict between Rosh Hashonah and primary day in Minnesota 
took a heavy toll among Jewish voters who normally vote in the 
primaries. 

A check of trustworthy sources indicated that a few voted by 
absentee ballots, many more went 
directly to the polls but the great- 
est number apparently solved the 
conflict by not voting. 

Twin City rabbis and public of- 
ficials were of the opinion that 
only a negligible number of Jew- 
ish voters troubled to use ab- 
sentee ballots to avoid violating 
tradition by writing on the High 
Holy Day. 

LOTS VOTED 

Indications were that a greater 
number, unwilling to hunt out the 
absentee ballots and uncertain of 
the legality of their use, went to 
the polls and voted. 

As predicted by The POST 
(NJP, Sept. 8) voting officials 
closed their eyes to the technical 
and legal questions involved in 
the use of absentee ballots by 
Jewish voters. 

Absentee ballots never were 
formally declared legal by the of- 
fice of the state attorney general 
for use by Jewish voters. A 
spokesman for the attorney gen- 
eral’s office said there had been 
no request for any formal ruling. 

The American Jewish WORLD, 
local Anglo-Jewish weekly, in its 
Sept. 1 issue, advised its Minne- 
apolis readers that absentee bal- 
lot applications would be avila- 
ble at the synagogues. 

ONLY ONE SYNAGOGUE 

A check both before and after 
the primary indicated that, de 
Spite the fact that the greatest 
need for such applications would 
be among Orthodox Jews, only 
one Minneapolis Orthodox con- 
gregation had the applications, 
and that one for only a short 
time prior to the election. The 
city’s two Conservative congre- 
fiations also made the applica- 
tions available 

The original plan apparently 
called, for distribution of the ap- 
plications to all synagogues in ac- 

cordance with the announcement, 
but in the last minute confusion 
and rush, the plan was not fol- 
lowed through. 

Aside from the three congrega- 
tions, there was no pulpit an- 
nouncements on availability of 
the forms. Faulty distribution~of 
the applications, only minimum 
publicity on their availability, 
and lack of information on their 
use limited the number of re- 
quests for absentee ballots and 
‘added to the general confusion. 

NOBODY UNDERSTOOD 
A Minneapolis rabbi estimated 

that only half of the 120 applica- 
tions distributed at his synagogue 
as actually uséd. He attributed 
this to the fact that their use 


of the Temple of Aaron said that 
“we had no ballot applications 
and no requests for them. We 
made no effort to handle them.” 

Rabbi Morris C. Katz of the 
Sons of Jacob Congregation told 
The POST that he had only a 
very few reqquests for informa- 
tion on voting. His congregation 
also had no applications on hand. 

Several rabbis volunteered the 
information that voters who vot- 
ed went to the polls and voted, 
rather than.ask questions. At no 
time since the date clash became 
public knowledge was there any 
pronouncement on procedure for 
Jewish voters from any official 
source. 

FIRST CONFLICT 

Alderman Henry H. Bank of 
Minneapolis fifth ward, where 
the greatest portion of the city’s 
Jews reside, estimated there are 
about 10,000 registered Jewish 
voters in the city. He conjectured 
that only a lesser part of that 
number voted. He said this was 
the first time in Minnesota his- 
tory that such adate conflict had 
occured and predicted it was not 
likely to happen again. 

Milton Rosen St. Paul city 
councilman and Commissioner of 
Public Works, estimated that 
there are 5,000 registered Jewish 
voters in that city. He estimated 
that around 600 were vitally con- 
cerned with refusing to wyite on 
Rosh Hashonah. 

Rosen said that he was certain 
that of this group, only a small 
number bothered to use the ab- 
sentee ballot. He added, “I appre- 
ciate the sincerity of those who 
disdain to write on Rosh Hashon- 
ah, but the privilege of voting is 
one that no person should re- 
fuse.” : 

OPINIONS DIFFER 

“Because of the absentee bal- 
lot arrangements, those who 
wanted to vote did so,” one or- 
ganization head said. A rabbi dif- 
fered with that opinion. He said 
that “many who would have 
wanted to vote were prevented 
from doing so by a lack of in- 
formation on absentee ballots.” 

Many of the rabbis indicated 
they themselves did not vote, 
even by absentee ballot. 

While only an apparent hand- 
ful of Jewish clerks and judges 
worked at the polls, many regis- 
tered Jewish voters who con- 
sider themselves as _ traditional 
Jews arrived to ballot 

One non-Jewish clerk told The 
POST of an elderly Jewish wom- 
an who came stealthily into the 
voting office and hurried the 
clerk lest she be seen. 

A male voter said he was writ- 
ing on Rosh Hashonah for the 
first time in his life because he 
considered it imperative to vote.

Welfare Fund Carries Out Threat;

CANTON, O.—The Canton Jewish Welfare 
Fund announced this week that it was carrying 
out a threat to withhold allocations to U. S. 
Jewish civic defense agencies because of failure 
of the agencies to end duplication of work. 

-The Canton JWF issued notice a year ago 
that it was disturbed at the continued rivalry 
and fund waste of the civic agencies, 

“Since no action on this matter had been 
taken during the past year by the agencies in- 
volved, Canton is now preparing to take fur- 
ther action,” the JWF announced this week. 

“At its recent meeting, the Board of Trustees 
of the Canton Jewish Welfare Fund voted un- 
animously to allocate and earmark but with-

NOT ARROGANT 

“They likewise attempt to im- 
put arrogance to these agencies 
because of their failure to answer 
a letter of protest sent to them 
from ‘a meeting of Chicago rab- 
bis and laymen who addressed a 
letter of protest to the civic de- 
fense agencies.’” 

Gutstadt said it was true “that 
a very small group of laymen 
closely associated with the SEN- 
TINEL and a few rabbis directed 
an unsigned letter to the civic 
defense agencies.”

HOT MEMO TO MAURICE SCHWARTZ

E POST’S multitude of book reviewers, already commenteg 
on p‘reviously and elsewhere, has nothing on its profusion 
of Hollywood columnists. Embarrassment of riches is, I think the 
phrase that would describe it.

The implication of the report somehow seems 
Evers «ua to be that only now, in the majestic shadows of 
Winceiver, Mauna Loa and M. Schwartz, has Jeff Chandler 
allowed some light to pour upon his private life. Actually accord. 
ing to Don Frank, publicity director of L.A.’s United Jewish Wel. 
fare Fund, Chandler’s time and talent have always been unhegj. 
tatingly available to Jewish causes. And his Jewishness has been 
a matter of fairly common knowledge even before the impressive 
launching of his film career as the unaffiliated Jewish underground 
leader in “Sword in the Desert.” (The “unaffiliation was due to a 
compromise between those at Universal who wanted him to be an 
Irgun man, and those who wanted him to represent the Haganah,) 
This year, Chandler recorded the commentary for a United 
Jewish Appeal film short which appeared in 110 metropolitan 
theaters, and he has made numerous personal appearances for UJA,

HE ALSO VOLUNTEERED his services for both the English 


and the Yiddish versions of “The Tent,” a Hollywood-made short 
for UJA by Carl Foreman and Mark Robson (the writer-director 
team who made “Champion.”) However, the company for whom 
he was making a picture at the time, refused to let him cut off 
the sideburns he was growing for a part, and after an unsuccessful 
attempt to cover- them with make-up, the part had to go to some 
one else. 

Chandler, furthermore, rehearsed every night for elgnt weeks 
to do two performances of “Meet the World,” for the American 
Association for the United Nations, playing a role which kept him 
on the stage for two solid hours. 

And Mrs. Chandler, whose Jewishness has elicited such sur. 
prise from Mr. Schwartz or Rabbi Silver, is known as a warm and 
enthusiastic supporter of her husband’s Jewish activities, and as 
a generous contributor to the Welfare Fund.

turkey—it is necessary first to decide how you wish to cook it. If you 
wish to cook it by a dry heat method, as broiling, frying or roast- 
ing, you will need a fowl that is tender, since dry heat has little 
effect on tenderness; and you will need a more tender fowl for 
broiling or frying than for long slow roasting. If you wish to cook 
the fowl by a moist heat method, as in stewing, tenderness will not 
be an objective, and you will bear in mind that the tougher the 
meat the more full of flavour it will be. 

The tenderness of meat being directly related to age, the evi- 
dences which a fowl] shows of its age will also be evidences of its 
tenderness. These evidences are as follows: The younger the fowl, 
the smoother and softer its skin: as it grows older, its skin be- 
comes rougher and coarser. The younger the fowl, the shorter and 
more delicate its hairs. The younger the fowl, the smoother its 
legs, and its toes are easily bent; as it grows older, its legs become 
rough and scaly, and its toes brittle, Perhaps the best way to judge 
the age of a fowl] is to press the end of the breast-bone farthest 
from the head: the more easily it bends, the younger the fowl]; if 
it cannot be bent without breaking it, the fowl is old. 

Any fowl, whatever its age, should be compact in shape rather 
than long; the skin should ot be bruised or broken; and both skin 
and flesh should be firm but soft and elastic to the touch, Young 
fowl are lacking in fat; older fowl should be plump. Ducks and 
geese have much more fat than have chicken and turkey. Young 
fowl have a much larger proportion of bone to flesh than have 
mature fowl; which means that there is not so much to eat per 
pound of young fow] as there is per pound of old fowl. 

BROILED CHICKEN 

A chicken selected for broiling should be very young, weighing 
not more than 2% pounds before it has been drawn. Split the 
chicken in half lengthwise, first down the back, then down the 
front, break the joints, and remove the ribs and breast-bone. If 
the chicken is lacking in fat, as it probably will be, brush the halves 
well with melted fat on both sides, and grease the broiler well. Pre- 
heat broiler to 350 degrees, insert chicken, placing it with flesh 
side towards the source of heat and about 4 inches away from it. 
Broil on flesh side about 12 minutes, until flesh side is delicately 
browned; then turn, and broil on skin side about 10 minutes, until 
skin side is delicately browned. Repeat, until chicken is done, 45 to 
60 minutes. Baste as often as necessary. Season with salt and 
pepper, and serve on hot platter with skin side up.

may be enly a coincidence, but the fuzzy 
logic of two newspapers in Denver should 
certainly not be allowed to pass unchallenged. 
The most serious of the two lapses from 
logic concerns the Denver POST, which edi- 


torialized on the Jewish names popping up in 
the atomic espionage cases. 

The editorial sought to be helpful, but its 
analysis of so-called Jewish “gregariousness” 
betrays ignorance of the makeup and fabric of 
American culture, let alone of the makeup of 
the Jewish group. 

The Denver POST, according to the Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency, said that whispers “may 
arise because persons of Jewish descent are in- 
clined to be clannish, and in being clannish give 
the impression that they will not assimilate 
into our American population. In too many 
cases the Jewish people have refused to as- 
similate.” 

For the information of the Denver POST, 
the question of Jewish refusal to assimilate has 
nothing to do with the participation of Jewish 
citizens in a democracy, which does not demand 
that its citizens assimilate. A democracy re- 
quires only that its citizens fulfill their obliga- 
tions, not that they all worship the same way, 
dress the same way or think the same way. 

Let the Denver POST ask whether Denver 
Jews are good citizens, whether—as in most 


of Denver Papers 


American cities—Denver Jews do not play a 
leading role in civic and philanthropic. en- 
deavors and other volunteer work in the com- 
munity. 

A second Denver paper which deserves cen- 
sure is the Intermountain Jewish NEWS, which 
criticized the Jewish civic defense agencies for 
urging defeat of the Communist control bill 
passed last weekend over President Truman’s 
veto. 

Now the Jewish group could be either right 
or wrong, aS can every group, but it cannot be 
criticized just because it happens to find itself 
in opposition to the majority. Yet it was really 
on this ground that the Intermountain Jewish 
NEWS based its criticism and pointed to the 
overwhelming vote in Cohgress for the bill to 
substantiate its position. 

As pointed out above, the Jewish position 
may be wrong, but as long as the Jewish 
groups believe that their view is right, then 
they become less valuable or honorable as citi- 
zens if they bow to majority pressure. This 
has nothing to do with obedience to the new 
law, which is now the obligation of every citi- 
zen to obey. 

The Intermountain Jewish NEWS evidently 
believes that American Jews are second-class 
citizens and may express their views only when 
those views coincide with the majority. 


dow To Put Over The Israe! Bond Drive 


E mechanics of the forthcoming sale of 
Israeli bonds in the United States will 
probably not be on the agenda of the Oct. 24 
meeting in Washington, D. C., which will ap- 
prove and launch the project. However, the dif- 
ference between success and failure could very 
easily rest with the way in which the sale 
is promoted from a technigal standpoint. 


In that respect, a valuable lesson might be 
applied from the way in which war bond sales 
were conducted during World War II in the 
local Jewish communities, 

These drives were run along organization 
lines. The B'nai B’rith competed with the local 
Zionist district and the Temple with the syna- 
gogue. Friendly rivalry was thus engendered 
and at the same time, the support from various 
elements of the community could actually be 
tabulated. 

The same approach would work admirably in 
the case of the Israeli bond sale, a prediction 
based on the present relationships of our na- 
tional organizations in the U. S. Jewish com- 
munity. 

The Zionist Organization of America has been 
charging that Prime Minister David Ben- 
Gurion has sold out the Zionist organization to 
the non-Zionists, specifically, to the American 
Jewish Committee, If this charge is valid and 
if Mr. Ben-Gurion has made a serious tactical 


mistake, then the ZOA can prove it by outsell- 
ing the American Jewish Committee in the 
bond drive. By the same taken, AJ Committee 
president Jacob Blaustein can prove that his 
organization is truly supporting Israel as a 
leading U. S. Jewish organization—if the 
AJ Committee sells enough bonds. 

Then there is B’nai B’rith, the Jewish organ- 
ization which—along with selling war bonds— 
did the major job in World War II in all areas 
of work with servicemen. B’nai B’rith has been 
charged by zealous Zionists with attempting 
to hop on the Israel bandwagon and with 
claims of unearned credit. The bond drive will 
give the Order the chance to demonstrate that 
it is truly pro-Israel and not merely a hitch- 
hiker on the Zionist bandwagon. 

This then gives the pattern for conducting 
the bond sale. On the local level the chapters 
of the national Jewish organizations compete 
against one another. The totals of bond sales 
can be computed nationally on an organiza- 
tional basis, and Mr. Ben-Gurion and other in- 
terested persons will know which Jewish or- 
ganizations are really pro-Israel and which only 
speak a good game. 

This kind of friendly rivalry may put the 
drive over. Certainly anyone who knows the 
American Jewish community will concede that 
this is the way to rally that community behind 
any project. y 


A Jewish Group Sponsors a Tour of Homes 


E like the idea of the Clayton (Mo.) 

Hadassah and of the Menorah Auxiliary 
Women of Kansas City. The two groups have 
arranged tours of the most beautiful homes in 
the Jewish communities of their cities as a 
money-raising project. 

The announcement in the Kansas City Jewish 
CHRONICLE describes the homes to be visited 
as “varying widely in achitecture and size, ex- 
hibiting unusual modern innovations, interest- 
ing interior decoration and outstanding fur- 
nishings and appointments.” The announce- 
ment in our own Missouri edition about the 
Clayton Hadassah program reads about the 
same way.

T IS something of a miracle in American Jew- 
ish life to see a non-Synagogue associated 
Jewish youth group in the United States come 
out with a resolution which is in effect a pro- 
gram for making the adjective “Jewish” before 
the noun “youth” something more than a word 
which identifies the kinc of cooking these peo- 
ple like, or a-label for the fact that they can’t 
get get into exclusive country clubs. 

The third annual assembly of the National 
Jewish Youth Conference pledged its delegates 
to (1) lead a fight in their local communities for 
observance of Jewish tradition and promised (2) 
to encourage the introduction and practice of 
Jewish customs and traditions in the Jewish 
home. The resolution asked the Jewish youth of 
the land to initiate respect for observance of

these would make a home a desirable place to 
visit. But there is no mention of Jewishness in 
the two items whatsoever. 

We fondly recall our exquisite thrill in visit- 
ing the home of Rabbi Ralph Simon of Chicago. 
Here was a Jewish home that was beautifully 
Jewish, yet one did not get the feeling of strain- 
ing to be Jewish; but every ornament, every 
picture, every knicknack was Jewish. 

The Kansas City women are charging $1.25 
for the tour which of course includes refresh- 
ments. The idea is one that Sisterhoods and 
auxiliaries and women’s groups all over the 
country—long ago having reached the point of 
running out of original fund-raising project 
ideas—will want to adopt. But let the tour be 
made of homes which are Jewishly beautiful 
and the organizations will kill two birds with 
one stone—imparting Jewish culture while 
raising needed funds.

The Youth Conference does not represent 
all Jewish youth in the U.S., but its membership 
is composed of some 300 local and national 
Jewish youth organizations, and the effect of 
the action should not be minimized, 

In practice, the resolution should mean that 
Jewish country clubs (young people play quite 
a part in the social life of the Jewish country 
club) will henceforth no longer schedule dances 
on Friday evenings; that Jewish fraternities 
and sororities likewise will discontinue this self- 
defeating practice; and that these same sorori- 
ties and fraternities will begin to welcome the 
Sabbath with ceremonies, such as the kiddush, 
the lighting of the candles, and similar cere- 
monials. 


THE EDITORS CHAIR 


EMANUEL TEITELBAUM of 
Johnstown, Pa., asks me to push 
Rabbi Herbert A. Friedman’s plan 
for a Minhag America. 

If I am not mistaken, I think 
The POST was the first in pres- 
ent days to talk of an American 
Juadism as contrasted to Reform, 
or Conservative or Orthodox Ju- 
daism. For a while I thought we 
had coined the term, but some 
years later I learned that tne late 
Rabbi Mayer Wise had used it in 
his writings. 

But that is neither here nor 
there. Here are several para- 
graphs from Mr. Teitelbaum’s 
letter: 

“Sometime ago The POST gave 
an account of an address deliver- 
ed by my good friend, Rabbi Her- 
bert A. Friedman of Denver, at 
the 61st convention of the Central 
Conference of American Rabbis, 
held in Cincinnati in which Rabbi 
Friedman continued his efforts 
to bring about a union of Jewish 
religious groups in this country 
to deliberately create a “Minhag 
America.’ 

“In his address Rabbi Friedman 
stated ‘I believe we can create in 
America that kind of Judaism 
whose achievements and _ satis- 
faction will be strong enough to 
keep future generations cemented 
by the centrifugal force of inner 
compulsion to remain Jewish. I 
believe Judaism can successfully 
take root in this soil and produce 
another Golden Age similar to 
anything we have enjoyed in our 
magnizcent past. I think, how- 
ever, that this can be done only 
by building a United Judaism, 
one not plagued by division into 
sects’.” 

If I recall correctly, Rabbi 
Friedmans proposal got a very 
cool reception at the CCAR con- 
vention. The coalition he has in 
mind cannot be forced from the 
top, The POST believes, but will 
come about after years of com- 
munity living and by force of cir- 
cumstance and through wise lead- 
ership. In other words, such a 
process will be gradual, and it 
would serve no purpose—if such 
a project were at all possible—to 
do as Mr. Teitelbaum finally sug- 
gests: 

“You personally can dramatize 
the whole need for a greater par- 
ticipation in the synagogue as a 
whole, and a strengthened faith 
and understanding through 
broader Jewish religious educa- 
tion, by bringing together for a 

joint photograph and statement 
the symbolic heads of American 
Religious Jewry—the leaders of 
our seminaries—Dr. Samuel Bel- 
kin of Yeshiva University, Dr. 
Louis Finkelstein of the Jewish 
Theological Seminary, and Dr. 


Nelson Glueck of Hebrew Unigg 
College-Jewish Institute of 

fon. Let these top religious leag. 
ers and teachers demonstrate that 
religious Judaism in aij ity 
branches which proclaims the 
Fatherhood of God and Brothep. 
hood of Man is a uniting and not 
a divisive force in our America, 
Jewish Community.” 

Not only would none of these 
men take part in such a project 
but even were they to do so, jt 
would be a meaningless gesture 
as far as the development of an 
American Judaism is concerned, 

I used to feel that all three qj. 
visions would eventually join to. 
gether. That still may take place 
but years before that time ap. 
rives, Reform and Conservatism 
will have joined hands, and ther 
will be a long period when thege 
merged groups and Orthodoxy 
will stand against one another ag 
the three divisions do today. 

In many communities, especial. 
ly the smaller ones, the merger 
has already been effected. In more 
communities, such a merger is jn 
process—not yet completed, but 
first steps already taken. Already 
the lines of demarcation are dig. 
appearing so that a family joing 
either a Reform or Conservatiye 
congregation, depending on pr. 
pinquity or social factors, but 
rarely out of religious conviction, 

My point is that time will work 
out the merger and that no state. 
ments, no amount of discussion 
will hasten the process, except te 
set the psychological stage and 
the intellectual climate for the 
movement. 

A full-blown movement of any 
kind today looking toward a 
“Minhag America” would proba. 
bly set Orthodoxy on the defen. 
sive to a degree that would re. 
sult in actually retarding the pro 
cess, rather than speeding it up. 

It took a thousand years for 
Spain to produce a Golden Age 
of Judaism. Jews as a group of 
any real size have begen in the 
United States less than a century. 
Let’s not get impatient. We still 
have plenty of time, atomic age 
or no.

Reader Argues Reform Rabbis Should 


Back: Not Fight: Expanded Education 


@ Eidtor, National Jewish Post: 

| should like to take issue with 
Rabbi Beryl D. Cohon, of Brook- 
jine, Mass., on the subject of the 
Jewish Sunday school, or, as he 

fers to call it, the Jewish Re- 
ligious school. I can do this best 
by citing the viewpoint of rep- 
resentative Jews on this subject. 

1, I have before me a copy of 
a memorandum entitled, “A Re- 
sume of the Proceedings of the 
“th General Assembly of the 
Union of American Hebrew Con- 
gregations, Boston, Nov. 14-17, 
4948.” It was prepared by Rabbi 
Herman E. Schaalman and Rabbi 
sylvan D. Schwartzman, who now 
teach education at Hebrew Union 
college. In reporting on the ad- 
dress of Rabbi Abba Hillel Silver, 
a Reform rabbi who had tried out 
the Sunday school over a period 
of many years, the writers quote 
him as having expressed the hope 
that Liberal Judaism might soon 
be able to turn from the task of 
lifesaving to that of learning, so 
that America might become a 
great spiritual Jewish center. 
Then the writers say as follows: 
“In discussing this point, he (Rab- 
bi Silver) created one of those 
phrases which may well become 
a household word in our vocabu- 
Jary when he described our pres- 
ent educational efforts character- 
jzed by the average Sunday 
schools, as “Melba Toast educa- 
tion.” 


2. Dr. Alexander M. Dushkin, 
as most of your readers undoubt- 
edly know, is the American-born 
and trained Jewish educator who 
since last year has been at the 
Hebrew university in Jerusalem, 
serving as dean of undergraduate 
studies and professor in the de- 
partment of education. Before 
leaving for Jerusalem, Dr. Dush- 
kin had been for ten years the 
executive director of the Central 
Educational Agency in New York, 
known as the Jewish Education 
Committee. Previously, he held a 
similar post in the Board of Jew- 
ish Education in Chicago. For at 
least twenty years then, Dr. Dush- 
kin was in a unique position to 
observe and evaluate the work 
and achievement of all types of 
Jewish schools. It is this same Dr. 
Dushkin who wrote in the Jew- 
ish Educational magazine (Vol. 
19, No. 2, Springfield, 1948) as 
follows: 


“The time should be coming 


for their ignorance of Jewish mat- 
And the ‘beginning of wis- 
dom’ in this direction is to keep 
clearly in mind that the Jewish 
atmosphere and Jewish activity, 
‘a good Jewish heart’ are not suf- 
ficient, unless accompanied by se- 
rious educational work.” 

“Some of us in Jewish educa- 
tion wisn to point out a similar 
distinction regarding the Sunday 
school. There would be nothing 
wrong with the Sunday school, 
provided only that it be not called 
a school, and does not take the 
place of a school in the midst of 
parents or children. If the Sun- 
day school would look upon it- 
self as an institution for provid- 
ing Jewish atmosphere on Sun- 
day mornings for children who 
otherwise have none, and then 
proceed to make the activities on 
these mornings as pleasant and 
as Jewishly attractive as possible, 
it might serve its present purpos- 
es much more effectively, with- 
out at the same time creating 
that dismaying, corroding impres- 
sion that it can be a school or 
that it can really teach.” 

3. The Summer 1949 issue (Vol. 
20 No. 3) of the Jewish Education 
magazine was 
memory of Dr. Samson Bender- 
ly, acknowledged 
Jewish education in this country. 
Among the articles in that issue, 
is one by Rabbi Michael Alper, 


Jewish Institute of Religion 
New York, now conjoined with 
Hebrew Union college. Rabbi AI- 
per, who I gather from your news 
item, was also the chairman of 
the committee that recommend- 
ed the new three-day-a-week cur- 
riculum for the Reform Commis- 
sion on Jewish Education, wrote 
as follows in that issue of the 


Benderly was 
professor of education at the Jew- 
ish’ Institute of Religion in New- 
York when I was a student there 
some two decades ago.” Among 
his recollections of the man, Rab- 
bi Alpers writes as follows: 

“Dr. Benderly scorned all sorts 
of pretense and especially pre- 
tense in the Rabbinate. 
lighted in exposing to ridicule Re- 
form Rabbis and their “Shandeh 


schools, ‘without Hebrew, without 
Palestine, without substance and 
son when our Jewish leaders will without taam.’ No matter by what 
not have to apologize constantly other standards a rabbi might be 


considered a success, to Dr. Ben- 
derly a rabbi was a failure if he 
failed to raise up, at least in his 
own congretgation, a generation 
of Hebrew loving, Zionist orienta- 
ted young Jews. Being a medical 
doctor, Dr. Benderly often drew 
his analogies from the field of 
medicine. Such a rabbi, he would 
say, was like the surgeon of 
whom it is said that ‘his opera- 
tion was a success but the patient 
died.’ ” 

I hope Rabbi Beryl Cohon does 
not consider the men whom I 
have cited as being less qualified 
to judge the effectiveness of the 
Sunday school than he. From my 
observation, I am convinced that 
if Reform schools did not have 
the reservoir of the more inten- 
Sively trained men and women 
from the Orthodox and Conserva- 
tive field to draw upon for their 
“teachers, Reform Judaism would 
gradually have died of malnutri- 
tion, ie., an anemic ‘Melba Toast’ 
diet. It is indeed significant that 
Reform Judaism is the only 
branch of Judaism that does not 
raise its own professional teach- 
ers—men and women who would 
make a living from Jewish teach- 
ing because they would devote all 
their time to it. Perhaps by mak- 
ing a three-day-a-week school at- 
tendance, the required minimum, 
as Conservative Jews have done, 
Reform Jews will then have the 
raison d’etre for raising a corps 
of professional Jewish teachers 
—the only guarantee for the sur- 
vival of Reform or any other kind 
of Judaism. 

It is my humble opinion that 
instead of attacking Dr. Gamor- 
an, Rabbi. Cohon ought to com- 
mend him and the Union’s Com- 
mission on Education and then 
proceed to use hisown position 
of leadership to urge Reform 
Jews to make provisions for the 
preparation of professional Jew- 
ish teachers, who would guaran- 
tee the implementation of this 
new and richer program of Jew- 
ish education. Isn’t this the legi- 
timate function of.a rabbi dedica- 
ted to the enhancement of Jew- 
ish life? And shouldn’t the rabbi 
do his utmost to win over his 
congregation to a more intensive 
program of Jewish education? If 
a rabbi cannot accomplish this 
over a period of years, then he 
should drop all pretensions to be- 
ing a spiritual leader.

NON-JEWS SEEM TO UNDERSTAND IDEA 
OF SEPARATION OF SEXES, SAYS RABBI 


@ Editor, National Jewish Post: 

In recent issues of your news- 
paper several letters have ap- 
peared that have discussed the 
traditional separation of men and 
women at the time of Divine 
Services. A number of reasons 
were advanced for this tradition- 
al practice which were, in turn, 
refuted. I should like to ask those 
correspondents, as well as your 
columnist who has commented 
on the issue, where did they find 
in the ancient writings of our 
people those fantastic explana- 
tions and reason that they have 
advanced. 

As for myself, I humbly con- 
fess that I know only of one rea- 
son that has been given in the 
Babylonian Talmud, in Tractate 
Sukkah, Folios 51-52. There we 
are told that a women’s gallery 
in the Holy Temple at Jerusalem 
was installed because the separa- 
tion of the sexes at the time of 
Divine Services made for greater 
devotional purity and for unim- 
peded concentration on the serv- 
ices. 

During the past several years, 
I have had many an occasion 
where Christian Ministers of vari- 
ous denominations have brought 
their Sunday School classes to 
inspect my synagogue. I always 
take time to explain fhe various 
ceremonials of the synagogue, as 
well as its structure. I alwavs 
make ‘it a point to tell those 
groups that the top gallery of 
my synagogue was not con- 
structed for an overflow attend- 
ance, but it is the ladies’ gallery, 
and I explain that we have sepa- 
ration of sexes at our Divine 
Services and for the very reason 
that the Babylonian Talmud 
gives. Never yet has my expla- 
nation been received with levity. 
On the contrary, the remarks are 
always most favorable to the 
Orthodox practice. 

I especially remember one case 
where I have explained the 
ladies’ gallery and other features 
of the synagogue that have come 
down to us from the Toly Taber- 
nacle that was constructed by 
Moses in the desert and from the 
Holy Temple built by Solomon 
in Jerusalem, both of which are 
vividly described in our Holy 
Bible. I shall never forget the 
remarks of the Minister when 
I had finished. After thanking me 
profusely for himself and for ali 
the members of his group, he 
said that he had learned more 
about Judaism in the hour at 
the synagogue than he had in 
the four years he attended a Di- 
vinity School. He added very 
frankly that he had, on various 
occasions, visited Reform Temples 


but found them so much like | 


his own church that he could 
never accept them as examples 
of Jewish synagogues. Discussing 
the matter with a friend of his 
at the Johns Hopkins University, 
he was advised to contact me, 
His final remarks was most note- 
worthy. He said, “How inspiring 
must it be to your congregation 
to worship in such an edifice, 
where you are as one with your 
fathers and fathers’ fathers for 
many generations back, where at 
every turn, you find features hal- 
lowed with. traditional sanctity 
and beauty!” 

It is a pity that so many of 
our co-religionists fail to capture 
this rather obvious sentiment. I 
am convinced that in the gener- 
ations to come people will be 
hard-pressed to understand the 
mentality of those of the 1940s 
and 1950s, who have been so hos- 
tile to the traditional practice of 
the separation of the sexes at 
the Divine Services, no less than 
we are hard-put to understand 
the mentality of the idol wohrsip- 
pers in ancient times,

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Orthodox Inmate At Sing Sing Denied Use of Two Pair Of Tefillin

OSSINING, N. Y.—(NJP)—An Orthodox Jewish 
inmate at Sing Sing prison here who prior to his 
internment had uSed two pair of tefillin (phylac- 
teries) during morning worship, will be permitted 
to use only one pair from now on, The POST learned 


this week. 


The inmate, whose name was withheld, before his 
arrest observed the extreme Orthodox practice of 
wearing both Rashi’s qgnd Rabbenu Tam’s tefillin 
during his regular morning prayers. 
tered prison several months ago, wardens took both 
pair from him in accordance with prison regulations 
which forbid the use of any equipment or parapher- 
aseuns possessing straps longer than ten feet. 


feared that such straps could be used for escape or 
suicidal purposes. 

The length of the straps of both pair of tefillin 
were 44 feet. When, because of this, the phylacteries 
were taken from the prisoner, Rabbi Jeremiah J. 
Berman, temporary champlain at Sing Sing, wrote a 
letter to the New York State Commissioner of Cor- 
rection at Albany, requesting that one pair of tefillin 
be restored to the Orthodox inmate. In his letter, 
Rabbi Berman explained in detail the construction of 
the phylacteries and their purpose. He then asked for 
permission to return one pair whose straps, which 
measured nine feet in length would not, he said, con- 
stitute a risk. 

The Commissioner replied in a terse one sentence 
that the inmate could use one pair of tefillin for

New Chicago Ordinance - 
To Clean Up Practices 
Of Kosher Poulterers

CHICAGO—(NP)—Jewish housewives of Chicago will soon be 
able to buy kosher fowl under new improved sanitary conditions, 
according to Phil Cohen, head of the Association of Kosher 


Butchers. 


Cohen made this comment in connection with a proposal now 


pending before the city council. 
Its committee on judiciary and 
state legislation this week rec- 
ommended passage of an ordi- 
nance regulating poultry slaugh- 
tering which forbids slaughter- 
ing houses to be located within 
50, feet of any public building, 
private residence, or where food 
is manufactured. 

The final proposal was the 
product of 18 months of debate, 
revisions, and amendments; a 
member of last-minute motions 
to revise the suggested law were 
defeated. 

A REAL CLEAN-UP 

The proposal also requires 
slaughtering rooms to have con- 
crete floors, impervious walls 
and ceilings, adequate water- 
proofing, drainage, and the sani- 
tary condition of the room must 
be approved by the Board of 
Health before the necessary li- 
cense can be issued. 

A local press association re- 
ported that Attorney Michael F. 
Mulcahy, representing the retail 
poultry dealers organization, said 
that passage of the ordinance 
would affect all of the kosher 
butcher shops, 2,000 other retail 
grocery and butcher shops, and 
put “at least 90 per cent of the 
slaughtering houses” out of busi- 
ness. 

BUTCHERS JUBILANT 

But Chicago butchers were ju- 
bilant about the council action, 
pointing out that kosher chick- 
ens slaughtered under such reg- 
ulated conditions would be as 
attractive to the housewife as 
non-kosher fowl. 

Cohen suggested that the 
change might stem the tide of 
Jewish women toward non-kosh- 
er poultry shops. Weekly kosher 
chicken sales have fallen in Chi- 
cago from 80,000 to 40,000 dur- 
ing the last 10-year period, Co- 
hen said. 

MAY END DESERTIONS 

He attributed a large number 
of the deserters from kosher 
Shops to unsanitary store condi- 
tions and unsatisfactory dress- 
ing of kosher fowl. 

Butchers—there are 228 ko- 
sher butcher shops in Chicago 
and a dozen kosher poultry 
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stores — anticipated considerably 
less weight loss under new de- 
livery conditions from the slaugh- 
ter-houses and an end to “muti- 
lation of the chickens,” which 


they termed a “fairly frequent 
occurance” under present dress- 
ing methods. 

The bill is scheduled to be 
brought for action before the en- 
tire council on October 4.

Starts In November 
TELAVIV—Officials of Kaiser- 
Frazer Corp. said last week that 
they expect the firm’s new 4as- 
sembly plant in Haifa to start de- 
livery of 25 cars a day by No- 


vember. 
The arrival in Haifa of the last 


shipment of manufacturing ma- 
chinery from the United States 
was the basis of the prediction. 
The plant will produce both large 
and smaller models. The large 
cars are for local sale and the 
smaller ones for foreign mar- 
kets. 

The plant for assembly of Mack 
trucks will be housed in the K-F 
factory. The trucks will run from 
three to ten-ton models.

U. S. EXPERT IS CRITICAL 
OF ISRAEL SCHOOL SYSTEM 


WASHINGTON, D. C.—A top American educator agreed this 
week that the party system of public education in Israel represents 


a serious and basic problem. 


Dr. Earl J, McGrath, United States Commissioner of Education, 
returned this week from Israel with that observation. 


Dr. McGrath’s visit was spon- 
sored jointly by the Israel and 
U. S. Governments. His job was 
to prepare the way for a full 
U. S. educational mission slated 
to visit Israel in the spring at 
Israel’s .request. 

SAME PROBLEMS 

Dr. McGrath said that many 
of the problems Israel is facing 
are typical of all civilized coun- 
tries. These include a pressing 
shortage of teachers, buildings 
and textbooks. 

A special problem is the sys- 
tem of schools, operated on a 
four-party basis—General, Labor, 
Mizrachi and Agudah. 

The U. S. educator said all 
schools teach the Talmud, with 
heaviest emphasis in ‘the reli- 
gious-operated schools and least 
in labor-controlled schools. But 
he said that the basic division is 
between religious and non-reli- 
gious. 

THERE’S THE HITCH 

He reported that in the urban 
centers, the split was a minor 
problem, since parents have no 
particular difficulty in finding a 
school suitable to their interests 
for their children. 

In smaller communities, how- 
ever, no such variety is assured 
and this has been the spring- 
board for the conflict which has 








erupted repeatedly in the Israel 
Knesset. 

Summing up his over-all im- 
pressions, the educator said “Is- 
rael seems to me to be a social 
laboratory of the first order. If 
I were a young social or political 
student, Jewish or non-Jewish, I 
would want to go to Israel for 
a year or two.”

SYDNEY —(WNS)— A protest 
meeting, aimed at discouraging 
Australian authorities from ad- 
mitting a large number of Ger- 
mans into the country, was held 
here this week by the Jewish 
community, under the auspices 
of the Jewish Board of Deputies. 

Speakers at the meeting, held 
at the Jewish War Memorial, as- 
serted that Nazi immigrants 
would corrupt the democratic 
way of life. M. Ashkenazy, 
president of the Executive Coun- 
cil of Australian Jewry, ad- 
dressed the group.

Israel Cabinet Votes 
More Clothes Coupons 


JERUSALEM—The Israel Cab- 
inet has voted to increase ration 
points for clothing and otherwise 
ease the strict rationing pro- 
gram. 

In response to recommenda- 
tions of a special advisory com- 
mittee on clothing, footwear and 
textile rationing, the Cabinet 
raised the annual clothing point 
allotment from 85 to 100, includ- 
ing the 10 summer clothing 
points—a net increase of five 
points. It also provided for an 
additional couplon for halfsole 
repair of one pair of shoes per 
person and guaranteed raw ma- 
terials to manufacturers for the 
implementation of the rationing 
program.
